Shaw found 
innocent on 
first ballot 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - An all-male 
jury today awarded Clay L. Shaw on the 
second anniversary of his arrest a unan­ 
imous first - ballot acquittal on Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison’s charge he conspir­ 
ed to murder John F. Kennedy. 
Only nine votes of the 12-man panel 
were needed for a verdict. The jury’s 
decision was announced in court at 2:02 
a.m. EST, 54 minutes after they retired 
to deliberate. 
“ We took one ballot, and it was unan­ 
imous,” said Larry D. Morgan, 24, an 
aircraft mechanic who was juror number 
seven. 
The 6-foot-4-inch, 
55-year-old Shaw, 
retired managing director of the New 
Orleans 
International 
Trade 
Mart, 
appeared stunned as a clerk intoned the 
words: “ We the jury find the defendant 
not guilty.” 
Then, as the courtroom erupted in 
applause and shrieking women, his face 
creased in a grin and he threw his arm 
around his attorney of 20 years, Edward 
F. Wegmann, before walking to the swing­ 
ing doors of the courtroom rail to shake 
each jurorfs hand. 
Garrison appealed, emotionally, that 
the jurors not allow themselves to be 
pressured by what he called “ powerful 
forces” in the federal government seek­ 
ing to suppress the real facts of the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. 
He was not in the courtroom when 
the verdict was announced, and his chief 
prosecutors, who had spent a grueling 
month in court, refused comment. 
Shaw was whisked away in a car sur­ 
rounded by security men. Dist, Judge 
Edward A. Haggerty Jr. left the court­ 
room after saying, “ I’m glad it’s over 
with. I hope I handled it right.” 
The jurors got their clothing at the 
nearby motel at which they had been 
locked up at night and were taken away 
in taxis. Two of them had been locked 
up for 39 days. They had been selected 
on the first trial day, Jan. 21. 
Shaw left the Criminal District Court 
Buildiag 25 minutes after the verdict, 
staying out of public sight with his legai 
staff and relatives, including a cousin, 
Suzanne Day of Raton Rouge, La., who 
said Shaw had said nothing, but “ gave 
me a big kiss.” 
It was a stunning victory for the white- 
haired, barrel-chested Shaw, who had 
maintained his innocence of all facets 
of the charge that he used the alias 
“ Clem Bertrand” to conspire in Sep­ 
tember, 1963 with Lee Harvey Oswald 
and David W. Ferrie to assassinate Ken­ 
nedy. 
Pneumonia 
straining 
Ike's heart 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former Pres­ 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower’s pneumon­ 
ia placed a grave burden on his heart 
today. But so far, his cardiac condi­ 
tion was remaining stable. 
The 78-year-old general, one of the na­ 
tion’s 
three surviving former presi­ 
dents, 
had 
been 
making a remark­ 
able recovery from major surgery until 
“ hypostatic pneumonia” settled in his 
right lung. Doctors said it weakened 
him, 
and 
put 
“ considerable” strain 
on his heart. 
The next of the two-a-day medical bul­ 
letins from Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center was expected at midmorning. 
The bulletin late 
Friday afternoon 
said doctors were treating the pneumon­ 
ia with antibiotics 
and 
by 
changing 
Eisenhower’s position frequently. He 
was fed intravenously and given oxygen 
through a nose tube. They said he was 
resting comfortably. 
Doctors 
constantly 
monitored 
his 
heart — which has endured seven attacks 
through the years, including four in the 
last 10 months. They reported his car­ 
diac condition during his setback had 
“ remained stable.” 
Mamie Eisenhower, as she has since 
the latest siege of illnesses set in with 
an intestinal obstruction one week ago, 
was staying in a suite next to her hus­ 
band.

Nixon working to heal 
French, U.S. relations 


PARIS ( UPI) — Presidents Nixon and 
De Gaulle shook hands and buckled down 
in a 17th century palace today to dis­ 
cuss the deep split between the United 
States and France on world issues. 
One immediate and critical issue con­ 
fronting them was Berlin, where East 
Germany 
emphasized new threats to 
West Berlin by closing for two hours 
the main highway to West Germany. 
The climactic meeting that could de­ 
cide the success of failure of Nixon’s 
five - nation tour to seek western unity 
were being held in the Trianon Palace 
at Versailles, once the home of Marie 
Antoinette, and a symbol of Charles de 
Gaulle’s vision of glory for France. 
Nixon drove from the Quai D’Orsay 
foreign office apartment where he spent 
the night and was greeted at the palace 
by the French President. 
They shook hands warmly and, smil­ 
ing, walked past an honor guard in Na­ 
poleonic uniforms to enter the palace 
and get to work. 
While diplomats and aides prepared 
papers and notes for the six hours of ses­ 
sions in the palace seven miles outside 
Paris, the Communist Party and the Na­ 
tional Union of French Students called 
for 
a massive demonstration against 
American involvement in Vietnam. 
Presidential spokesmen refused to di­ 


vulge what the two leaders planned to 
discuss in detail, other than to say they 
would delve into issues discussed in two 
hours of private talks and at a state din­ 
ner Friday. 
While the presidents were meeting, 
Secretary of State William P. Rogersand 
French Foreign Minister Michel Debre 
discussed separately the Mideast crisis 
and how to ease it. 
At the bottom of all the meetings was 
De Gaulle’s vision of a Europe free of 
American influence. 


Storms, rain 
abate; flood 
threat eases 


Storm and flood threats abated at least 
temporarily this morning after a night 
of intermittent showers and a round the 
clock vigil at Cachuma Dam. 
Attendants at the dam were on the alert 
yesterday and through the night ready to 
sound the alert if conditions at the huge 
reservoir posed floodthreats for the 
Santa Ynez and Lompoc valleys. 
An estimated 5,500 cubic feet ofwater 
a second spilled through the gates this 
morning — a level that had remained 
constant through the night. 
Flood control officials had been warn- 
ed of a new, intense storm front moving 
toward California yesterday. The front 
dropped .4 of an inch of rain on the Ca- 
chuma area; and a light .11 of an inch 
in Lompoc. 
Thus far Lompoc has measured 21.16 
inches for the season. Last year at this 
time there had been a modest 5.86 inches. 
Normal is 12 to 14 inches.

Israeli planes strike Jordan again

Israeli warplanes streaked into Jor­ 
dan for the second successive day today 
and bombed and rocketed their target for 
45 minutes, military spokesmen in Am­ 
man said. 
The announcement did not say what the 
target was six miles south of the Sea of 
Galilee in the northern Jordan Valley. It 
said there were no Jordanian casualties 
but that some crops were destroyed. 
It followed a similar raid, also by two 
French-built Israeli Mirage jets, Friday 
in the same area. 
The Soviet news agency Tass claimed 


today that one Israeli jet was shot 
down by Arab A1 Fatah guerrillas dur­ 
ing Friday’s raid. 
There was no confirmation of the re­ 
port, or of today’s raid, from Israel. 
Previous Israeii air raids were flown 
in retaliation against guerrillas on Jor­ 
danian soil who fired on Israeli patrols 
across the border. 
In Cairo, the semiofficial newspaper 
A1 Ah ram reported today that President 
Charles de Gaulle of France was urg­ 
ing President Nixon to accept the terms 
of a Soviet plan for peace in the Arab- 
Israeli crisis. 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - A 
new oil slick, bubbling from a leaking off­ 
shore oil well in the vS ant a Barbara chaiw 
nel today periled miles of beaches just re­ 
covering from an onslaught of slime. 
The slick seeped from the same Union 
Oil Co. platform from which another 
well dumped 21,000 gallons a day into the 
Pacific before it was plugged Feb. 7. 
Union officials would not give a gallon 
estimate of the latest leak but admitted 
it could equal the earlier flow. They said 
it was at least 2,000 to 4,000 gallons a 
day. 
An aerial survey Friday of the slick, 
about 1,000 feet wide and three miles 
long, showed a barrier of storm flot­ 
sam about three miles out was prevent­ 
ing the muck from floating closer to 
shore. But onshore winds edged the oil 
and debris nearer beaches. 
The barrier was composed ofmillions 
,of lemons, grapefruit, avacados, kelp 
and driftwood. The fruit was apparently 
washed into the sea from southern Cali­ 
fornia’s rich groves during the recent 
rainstorm. 
In Washington D.C., Interior Secretary 
Walter J, Hickel promised tougher regw 
lations of offshore drilling in federal wa- 
ters. Hickel, appearing before a U.S. 
Senate 
subcommittee, 
did 
not spell 
them out in detail. 
Union drillers worked to bore through 
a concrete plug placed in the well ear­ 
lier to fill it with drilling “ mud” in 
hopes of sealing the leak. 
Park officials were pessimistic about 
the prospect of cleaning the beaches 
in this tourist-conscious community. 
“ Even if the leakage was stopped to­ 
day no one can know whether it will take 
three months, six months or even five 
years to get our beaches back to where 
they were,” said Michael Pahos, park su­ 
perintendent.

Federal aid restrictions tight

Directors of Lompoc Soil Conservation District, today, fired off a strong­ 
ly worded resolution to Secretary of Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin, appeal­ 
ing for immediate aid in the restoration of flood-ravaged Valley ranches. 
An estimated 6,000 acres stretching from Lake Cachuma to Surf, west of 
Lompoc, were heavily damaged as a result of a series of storms and floods 
that deluged the Valley beginning on Jan. 24. 
A spokesman for the district said immediate financial aid is necessary 
if ranchers hope to get productive crops in this year. Some ranchers are 
reported near bankruptcy, others just far enough away from “ rock bottom” 
to disqualify them for low interest federal loans. 
The district asked Hardin to increase the present grants for land restore 
tion above the present low figure of $2,500 per rancher; make low interest 
federal loans available to all ranchers; and to extend the deadline for com­ 
pletion work under the Agriculture Conservation Program, ACP. 
Copies of the resolution were mailed to Congressman Charles M. Teague, 
Senator Alan Cranston; and to all federal agencies handling agriculture 
matters. 
Copies will also be hand carried to some of the same legislators and fed- 
eral officials by Fourth District Supervisors Francis H. Beattie, who left 
for Washington today. 
The relief mission will be secondary to Beattie’s representation of the 
county at a national county supervisors association meeting, but Beattie an­ 
nounced that he would see to it that Washington officialdom learned the 
facts about the ranchers’ plight. 
In a brief press conference held yesterday in Lompoc Valley Press Club, 
the directors emphasized the urgency of the need. 


The directors asked Hardin to “ increase the ACP grant authority of the 
county Agricultural Stabilization Committee, ASC, to a more realistic figure.” 
Fach rancher is now eligible for a maximum of $2,500 to aid him in restor­ 
ing his land, but the directors noted that the funds were only for restoration 
work already accomplished. A maximum of $10,000 in grants per rancher is 
possible with state approval, but the directors maintain that the larger 
grants are bound up in red tape and in any event would be slow in filtering 
down to the rancher in need. 
The resolution also asks Harding to “ Revise the eligibility provision un­ 
der the 1 arm Home Administration FHA, loan program in order to make 
loans available to all farmers and operators to meet the disaster situation.” 
Max Wilson told reporters that a cover letter to Hardin would lay stress 
on the loan program as being perferable to the grant program. Under the 
FHA loan program, emergency loans are granted eligible ranchers for both 
restoration work and operating capital, 


FHA loans, however, are only given to ranchers who are unable to get funds 
through normal financial channels — in other words a rancher must be a 
pauper before he can qualify. 
The directors want Hardin to revise the eligibility requirements and a^ 
prove the low interest federal loans for any rancher whose ranchland suff­ 
ered damage in the floods. 
The district also wants Hardin to extend the time in which the restoration 
work can be done under the grant program. At present it must be done in 
the current fiscal year. Ranchers would like to space the work as they can to 
better fit their time and the needs of the soil. 
Ranchers have estimated it will take as many as five years to bring some of 
the acreage back to full production. 


Council to hire 
firm to design 
fire station 


A proposal to hire the architectural 
firm of Kruger - Benson - Zieger 
of 
Santa Barbara to design a new fire sta­ 
tion for the city will be before City 
Council Tuesday night. 
Council is expected to move affirma­ 
tively on the hiring of the firm since it 
gave tentative approval to such action at 
its Feb. 18 meeting. The Santa Barbara 
firm was one of six in competition for 
the city job. 
The agreement proposed by the city 
will be contingent upon the passing of a 
bond issue to finance the construction of 
the facility — presently estimated to cost 
between $300,000 - $350,000. It will be 
constructed on city - owned property on I 
Street at Laurel Avenue. 
In the agreement, the city will guaran­ 
tee to Kruger-Benson-Zleger that if it 
submits preliminary designs and con­ 
cepts, the city will hire the firm for the 
construction project - if the people 
approve the bond measure. 
Councilman Brooks Speight who is 
chairman of the committee suggested 
that the bond issue be placed on a June 
ballot and that it be separate from a bond 
issue proposed to finance a new rtty M il. 
Council has yet to act on the bond 
phase of the matter.

Tuesday night concern the hiring of the 
International 
Engineering Co. of San 
Francisco to act as consultants to the 
city on the proposed Lompoc Reservoir 
Project. 
The rate of pay for the consultant will 
be $25 per hour plus expenses.

Lloyd Bucher, was sitting in the 
inquiry room Friday. Rosales’ 
words brought tears to his eyes. 
Unable to listen longer, Bucher 
left the room, weeping. 
Storekeeper 3.C. Ramon Ro­ 
sales, 20, of El Paso, Tex., was 


still at the witness table giving 
testimony at Bucher’s dram atic 
exit. The commander apparent­ 
ly recalled that day months ago 
when 
he 
asked 
the 
North 
Korean commander for medical 
assistance for the ailing Mexi- 
can-American youth. 
“ The general laughed in his 
face,” Bucher’s attorney told 
newsmen. 
E. Miler Harvey, said Eucher 
was emotionally on edge after 
five days of listening to his men 
describing the ordeal of captivi­ 
ty in North Korea. The inquiry 
was recessed for the weekend. 
Four Pueblo enlisted men and 
a civilian oceanographer who 


worked on the vessel when it 
was captured Jan. 23, 1968, 
testified before the five admiral 
court Friday.

me. 
I said 
God was life.” 
Doctors who examined Rosales 
following 
his 
return to the 
United States said he may have 


meningitis in captivity.

Stocks fall 
as credit 
tightens

NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks 
buckled for the second succes­ 
sive week as Wall Street pon­ 
dered the possibility of addi­ 
tional credit crunching meas­ 
ures in the government’s battle 
to cool the fires of inflation. 
Federal Reserve Board Chair­ 
man William McChesney Mar­ 
tin, questioned before the Joint 
Economic Committee, predict­ 
ed a gradual easing of inflation 
but warned that tight money 
and high interest rates will con­ 
tinue for the balance of the year 
at least. 
The suprise boost in the Brit­ 
ish bank rate from 7 to 8 per 
cent created apprehension that 
this action might signal either 
an increase in the Fed discount 
rate 
— 
borrowing 
rate 
charged member 
commercial 
banks-or another hike in the 
prime rate which now stands at 
a record high of 7 per cent fol­ 
lowing three advances since 
early December, or possibly 
both. The prime rate is that 
charged the commercial banks, 
most credit-worthy borrowers. 
Some constructive economic 
news at home, which apparent­ 
ly had little, if any, impact on 
the list, included a forecast by 
a private economist of increas­ 
ed capital spending by Ameri­ 
can industry this year; higher 
prices on hot rolled strip steel; 
rising gasoline prices; a 9 per 
cent jump in mid-February au­ 
tomobile sales; and record con­ 
sumer prices in January report­ 
ed by the Labor Department. 
Shearson, Hammill & Co., 
Inc., a brokerage firm, said 
there appear to be only three 
things capable of reversing the 
market’s tailspin anytime soon: 
a reversal of the course toward 
tighter money; a sudden and 
dramatically favorable develop­ 
ment such as another break­ 
through 
in the Paris peace 
talks; and finally, for the mar­ 
ket to become sufficiently over­ 
sold to support a good techni­ 
cal rally. 
As for tight money, the firm 
notes that no one seriously 
counts on this happening for at 
least a few months. And as for 
peace in Vietnam, it concludes 
that this strictly in the hope 
category rather than being a 
reasonable expectation. 
Holders of conglomerate is­ 
sues were in a quandary at the 
weekend following a comment 
by New York Stock Exchange 
President Robert W. Haackthat 
the big board was weighing the 
delisting of two such firms be­ 
cause of possible problems with 
debt securities they issued in 
connection with takeover bids.

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Syria 
forms new 
government 


DAMASCUS 
(UPD—Political 
sources reported the Syrian 
Army forming a new govern­ 
ment 
today 
to 
replace 
the 
civilian regime it overthrew in 
the nation’s 11th major power 
grab since 1949. 
Under the defense minister, 
Lt. Gen. Hafez Al-Assad, 44, the 
army Friday ousted the three- 
year-old government of Pres­ 
ident Noureddin Al-Atassi with­ 
out a struggle, these sources 
said. 
Assad had paved the way for 
his seizure of power in a recent 
shakeup of the nation’s military 
command which put his suppor­ 
ters in key positions, widening 
the differences of the Arab 
nation's civilian and military 
leaders. 
One of the army’s first moves 
was to take over the Central 
Bank, replacing police guards 
with soldiers to guard the cash 
deposits 
Syria’s civilian government 
had 
steadfastly 
refused 
to 
participate in Arab conferences 
or 
U.N. 
efforts to 
find 
a 
settlement to the Middle East 
crisis with Israel. It depended 
heavily on the Soviet Union to

the defendant’s 
demand 
that his three expert 
lawyers be fired. 
Mrs. Mary Sirhan, the moth­ 
er, sobbed so uncontrollably on 
the witness stand the trial had 
to be recessed until Monday. 
The eight week trial reached 
a dramatic peak Friday when 
chief defense counsel Grant B. 
Cooper said his client wanted to 
make a statement outside the 
presence of the jury.

Walker ordered the trial to 
proceed Mrs. Mary Sirhan, the 
defendant’s mother, was the 
next witness. She broke down 
sobbing after a few minutes on 
the stand and the trial was 
recessed for the weekend. 
Sirhan’s outburst came when 
a board of education official 
was reading his grades and 
achievement tests in junior and 
senior high school showing he 
was below normal.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - You 
may have noticed that it is 
becom ing increasingly difficult 
to get anything done thesedays. 
The reason for this is quite 
simple.

1 ike the other morning a 
colleague passed by my desk 
and said: “ How do you stand on 
the Orderly Footwear Market­ 
ing Act of 1969?” 
That pretty well shot the 
entire day. 
There were about a dozen 
m atters, some dating back to 
last October, that I needed to 
attend to. But I pushed them all 
aside and tried to crystallize 
my thinking on orderly footwear 
marketing. 
I could, of course, 
have 
ignored the question or made a 
snap judgment. Had I done so, 
however, I would have gone 
home that evening with a deep 
sense of guilt. 
Young social reformers are 
always reproaching members 
of my generation for refusing 
to get “ involved.” 
"Your generation is copping 
out on orderly footwear market­ 
ing,” they say. 
In many ways, this is a bum 
rap. 
There is no lack of commit­ 
ment 
on 
the 
part 
of 
my 
generation. 
It 
is merely a 
matter of being overrun with 


issues. Taking a stand on public 
issues has become almost a full 
time job. 
With intense concentration, a 
person 
can determine 
his 
position on orderly footwear 
marketing in a single afternoon, 
and maybe even get a little 
work done. But that is a fairly 
easy decision. 
It is nothing compared with 
making up your mind as to how 
you stand on the question of 
whether 
the Agriculture De­ 
partment should permit meat 
packers to put chicken in their 
frankfurters. 
If you haven’t come to grips 
with that one yet, my advice is 
to wait until some time when 
you have a week off. It requires 
a 
clear head and a strong 
stomach. 
Two weeks are the minimum 
that 
should 
be 
allotted 
to 
reaching 
your 
decision 
on 
whether to build the antiballis­ 
tics missile system. 
Perhaps it will help clarify 
the issue if you consider a 
recent statement made by Rep. 
Roman C. Pucinski, D-IU., to 
calm fears about the possible 
hazard 
to 
cities 
near 
the 
proposed missile sites. 
"I submit that the worst that 
could happen if there were an 
accidental detonation . . . would 
be one hell of a big fire and 
parhaps some limited concus­ 
sion in the area,” Pucinski said. 
On second thought, maybe 
you 
had 
better 
take 
three 
weeks.

NEW YORK—(N E A )—It is generally accepted th at Ted 
W illiam s has given his life to baseball. T hat is not true. 
He has given his life to being Ted W illiam s. It ju st so 
happened th at striking a baseball w as the endeavor he 
devoted him self to. 


But for all his success at it, he rem ained 
Ted W illiam s. He seem ed never to com ­ 
prom ise him self. 
M ercurial, im pulsive, irrational, c h a rm ­ 
ing, charitable, sullen, joyous. A m ixture 
of adjectives described fe d W illiam s. A 
m ass of contradictions. He was consistent, 
how ever, in being individualistic and dedi­ 
cated to his profession, which he elevated 
to an art. 
So it is a good thing that Ted W illiam s 
has, after several years of retirem ent 
trom active play, returned to baseball as m anager of the 
W ashington Senators. 


There seem s a growing grayness to baseball and base­ 
ball players now. Baseball is suffering, according to people 
like Marshall McLuhan, from being out of step with today’s 
fast-paced society; passe—too slow for TV. And baseball 
players are now as interested in pensions as pennants. 


W illiam s’ presence will stim ulate the gam e, as it did 
w hen 
The Kid 
was th e incom parable h itte r and enfant 
terrible of th e Boston Red Sox. T rum an C apote once de­ 
scribed the en tran ce of a certain w om an into a room as 
a delicate happening.’’ W illiam s’ entrance, into a room 
or a dugout, is an electric happening. Even now, at age 51. 


E veryone, w ithin degrees, ca re s w hat others think of 
him. But a Ted W illiam s c a res less than others (outw ard­ 
ly. anyw ay). His suprem e confidence in his suprem e abil­ 
ities is an im portant factor. “ I've found that you don’t 
need to w ear neckties if you can h it,” he said. 


A fan once rem ark ed : “ Ted W illiam s is what every m an 
would like to be—so good at his work that he can tell his 
boss to go to hell.” 


In this vein, Williams fits the description Ilevwood Hale 
Broun painted of another athlete. “Joe Namath is Joe Na- 
math and not a piece of public-relations sculpture polv- 
chromed from the limited palette of MeGuffev’s Reader,” 
wrote Broun, “ lie is a football player with considerable 
ability on Sundays and his own man the rest of the time."

No great baseball player has been a successful, let alone 
g reat, baseball m anager. Not Ty Cobb, not W alter Jo h n ­ 
son, not R ogers Hornsby. A com m on belief is that they 
expected too m uch trom their players: it w as difficult it 
not im possible for them to com prehend or accept the fact 
that others could not perform —o r drive th em selves—the 
w ay they did as players. 


‘‘People always said that it was my natural ability and 
good eyesight (20-15) that were the reasons for my success 
as a hitter,” said Williams. “ But thev never talk about the 
practice. Practice! Practice! Practice! Dammit, you gotta 
practice.”

Miami of Ohio...coaches cradle 


OXFORD, Ohio— (N E A )—As you drive into Oxford, which 
is 35 miles northwest of Cincinnati on Route 27. a large bill­ 
board greets you: “ Welcome to Miami University, Cradle 
of Coaches.” 
Miami likes to think of itself as the place where McGuffey 
taught the nation how to read and where Fletcher Knebel 
(“ Seven Days in M ay” ) gave them something to read. It 
is also known as the birthplace of fraternities; Sigma Chi. 
Phi Gamma Delta and Beta Theta Pi were founded there. 
But sports fans—many of whom cannot read without 
moving their lips—think of “ Miami of Ohio" as the place 
“ where all those coaches came from.” 
A few years ago, the school’s officials accepted this fact 
in true academic tradition. They gave honorary degrees to 
three famous alumni: Walter Alston, class of '35. Wilbert 
( . (Weeb) Ewbank, ’28, and Paul Brown, ’30. The degrees 
were justified with the title, Doctor of Athletic Arts. To 
iconoclasts, each is now known as a “ Jock Doc.” 
Recently, Miami distributed more honors to its athletic 
sons. Eight charter members were inducted into its Ath­ 
letic Hall of Fame. They were: Red Blaik 18. Ara Parse­ 
ghian '49, Alston, Brown, Ewbank, Johnny Pont ’52. Ja y 
Colville, in his 45th year as athletic trainer at Miami, and 
coach emeritus George L. Rider, who served in Oxford for 
43 years. 
Rider, who came to Miami in 1916 after graduating from 
Harvard, is often credited with Miami's remarkable feat 
in turning out successful coaches. "George set the tone for 
athletic excellence here,” said journalism professor Gilson 
Wright. 
It was that tone, that catalyst which has graduated three 
of the 10 American Football League coaches: Brown, 
Ewbank and Clive Rush of the Boston Patriots. A fourth. 
Sid Gillman of San Diego, coached at Miami. College foot­ 
ball coaches who graduated from Miami now head teams 
at Notre Dame. Indiana, Michigan, Yale, South Carolina, 
Dayton, Buffalo, New Hampshire and. of course, Miami. 


Head coaches at Ohio State and Virginia had earlier coach­ 
ing jobs at Miami 
“ We may have had animals as incoming freshmen,” said 
Pont, “ but if they stayed in school, George saw to it they 
came out knowing a whole lot about athletes, athletics and 
human behavior.” 
“ George got the whole athletic program going," said 
Ewbank. “ It was George who organized it. But he was 
also a stickler for courses like Principles of Teaching and 
Psychology of Coaching." 
Rider got the idea for a physical education program after 
attending summer sessions at the University of Illinois, 
under such coaches as Bob Zuppke, Harry Gill and Ralph 
Jones. He ran into resistance from the faculty, some of 
whom considered phys ed classes “ Boy Scout courses." 
“ It passed the University Senate in 1925," said Rider, 
“ by a margin of just three votes. It was the first school 
in Ohio, and one of the first in the country, to start such a 
program. 
“ And we got some good boys. First, youngsters liked 
Miami because it is one of the great educational institu­ 
tions. We were also gaining a reputation for winning teams. 
"But winning wasn’t the only thing. It was the will to 
win that was the spirit of Miami. And I always told mv 
boys, ‘Beat ’em at their best.’ We never wanted easy pick­ 
ings; that wouldn't prove anything." 
Rider accepted nothing short of excellence. 
Once, a 
green sports reporter for the school paper was assigned to 
interview him for a track story. The reporter admitted 
that he knew nothing about track 
"W ell, read up on it,” said Rider. “ Then come back 
If 
you still don't know anything, then I ’ll write your storv for 
you.” 


Rider would have, too. If something was going to be 
done, it was going to be done right.

The average golfer looks 
at the professional in two 
ways: 
1. The pro’s concentration 
is so superb that he’s just 
got to have some special 
gift. 
2. The pro’s gift is not for 
the average golfer. 
Neither of these observa­ 
tions are correct. 
Proper 
concentration 
can 
be 
at­ 
tained 
by 
anyone 
who 
wants to work at it—with 
some understanding of the 
technique and proper prac­ 
tice. 
Understand, 
you 
don’t 
just push a button and say, 
" I ’m going to concentrate.” 
It takes a certain amount 
of application to screen out 
other objects; to “ feel” the 
golf ball, but it can be done 
by almost anyone.

chanics are a result of re­ 
peated practicing, his con­ 


centration 
is

The main function of the Animal Con­ 
trol Shelter has been rabies control

Background

President Richard M. Nixon visits arle 
Gaulle who now has rivals waiting behind 
him with increasing strength. His re- 
cent announcement that he would stay 
throughout his full term as President, 
when many French thought he sounded 
ready to retire in a year or so if he 
achieved the people’s endorsement of 
his career, recognizes thic. 
The man pressing hit., behind the 
scenes is former P rem ier Georges Pom­ 
pidou. He is hardly known to our public 
but he is by all odds the towering figure 
in France today this side of President 
Charles de Gaulle. 
A strong man who 
treated 
everyone 
fairly, Pompidou has 
what the French call 
‘‘du cran.” We call 
it 
guts. 
While 
de 
Gaulle stood brood­ 
ing in the shadows 
like a morose stork, 
six - year P rem ier 
Pompidou pulled the 
chestnuts out of the 
fire for him a hun­ 
dred times. 
When de Gaulle spoke about labor and 
other problems from a safe and detach­ 
ed 
Olympia 
distance, 
Pompidou 
actually negotiated the de Gaullewsaving 
compromises. 
It was Pompidou, if anyone, who saved 
de Gaulle by personal persausion that 
took the blindfold off his eyes 
and 
turned him toward survival in the near­ 
anarchy of May, 1968. And it was Pom­ 
pidou who urged him to stand for re- 
election last June and insisted he could 
win when de Gaulle was talking merely 
of a referendum confirming his new 
m easures. De Gaulle won the largest 
parliam entary majority any French gov­ 
ernment has held in nearly 100 years. 
The French Communist party mem­ 
bership had climbed 55,000 to a gener­ 
ally estimated 500,000. The demonstrat­ 
ed Communist vote turned out to be 
around four million from this nucleus. 
And it was Pompidou who organized, 
managed in the grass roots and spear­ 
headed the Gaullist landslide. The re­ 
sult is commonly attributed to Pompi­ 
dou’s 
sagacity, 
not 
de 
Gaulle's. 
It was Pompidou who emerged best 
with the French people among the P resi­ 
dent’s 
supporters. 
Foreign 
Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville came out 
next best. The resounding Gaullist cas­ 
ualty was ambitious Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d’B!staing, 42, verypopiv 
lar in financial circles in our country. 
D'Fstaing, performing what was ver> 
close to a Brutus from the inside, out­ 
sm arted himself. By his performance 
he lost out with de Gaulle, with Pompi­ 
dou, with Couve de Murville and with 
the voters. 
Then, in an unconscionable act rem i­ 
niscent of obligated and dependent Ger­ 
man 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
IPs dism issal 
of Chancellor Otto von Bismarck (in 
1890), de Gaulle fired loyal Pompidou. 
Instead of reappointing Pompidou as 
P rem ier he gave his place instead to the 
astonished Couve de Murville. 
The word many French use for de 
Gaulle is “ orgueil” —aconsumingpride, 
a dramatic, satiating vanity. And all 
Gaullists carefully watch out for the de 
Gaulle fangs. Gaullist leaders realize 
that the fatest way to get themselves 
thrown out of office is make a noise like 
a successor. 
De Gaulle always has shown a genius 
for compounding his own problems, and 
doing so with the eclat of “ Texas Jim ” 
Bowie, who had a knife named after him. 
But when he booted out Pompidou and gave 
the prem iership to Couve de Murville, a 
mere technician and certainly neither a 
statesman nor a French leader, the lat- 
te r’s astonishment was equalled by the 
French 
people's 
astonishment — and 
anger. 
The 
French 
perpetually 
disagree 
among 
themselves, 
but 
talk 
with a 
Frenchman about honor and you have hit 
the core of the French soul. The reaction 
in France was that de Gaulle’s dism issal 
of Pompidou, after all the P rem ier had 
done, was dishonorable, 
Pompidou took the stab in the back 
well. He was sphinx-like about both his 
fate and about de Gaulle. In a private 
meeting with a high U.S. State Depart­ 
ment official he merely stated, “ 1 have 
supported General de Gaulle as best I 
could through the y ears.” 
Pompidou bided his time and then short­ 
ly announced that if de Gaulle retired he 


pressures 


would consider standing for the P resi­ 
dency” — the statement which precipitat­ 
ed de Gaulle’s full-term announcement. 
The P rem ier Couve de Murville Presi­ 
dent Nixon visits is a mere echo of de 
Gaulle’s footfall and voice, and, below the 
surface, is disturbingly anti-American. 
Pompidou, if he succeeds de Gaulle at 


any time, 
would immensely promote 
Franco-American relations and could 
open a new e ra actually wished for by the 
majority of the French people them­ 
selves.

Blacks want action--now

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Even the most moderate, pragmatic 
elements of the black community are un­ 
im pressed so far by the performance of 
the Nixon administration on the racial 
front. 
Skepticism just short of bitterness is 
creeping into moderate lead ers’ com­ 
ment as they watch for hopeful signs 
from the White House. 
For 
one 
thing, 
many do not really 
believe the President 
could not find a quali­ 
fied Negro to take a 
cabinet post, if that 
were his genuine in­ 
tent. 
The black m oder­ 
a te s’ view is that he 
did 
not 
try 
hard 
enough. And they do 
not accept the argu­ 
ment that suitable prospects would have 
to say “ no” to Richard Nixon to avoid 
being labeled “ Uncle T om s” by the mili­ 
tants in the black constituency. 
Says one leader: “ I don’t know any­ 
one who wants to get something done who 
is bothered by the ‘Uncle Tom ’ call any 
m ore.” 
The moderates argue further that, with 
an exception or two Hike Jam es F arm er 
in HEW), those Negroes who have been 
chosen by the administration at the 
second echelon are not representative 
of the best available talent. 
Moreover, the ugly word “ condescen­ 
sion” is being used to describe the atti­ 
tude some Nixon recruiters are alleg­ 
ed to have shown in approaching some 
black job prospects. 
Worse, the conviction is setting in that 
the President and some of his aides 
have been misusing this city’s Mayor 
W alter Washington, whom he quickly re­ 
appointed when he took office. 
Among the notions circulating in the 
black community are these: that Nixon 
has trotted the mayor out as a kind 
of window-dressing, that the latter was 
virtually ordered - not asked - to meet 
the President when he recently visited 
a Washington area gutted in last A pril’s 
ghetto riots, that the mayor was not prop­ 
erly advised of the White House plan to 
combat D C. crim e before public word it 
was coming, and, of course, not consult- 


ed at the formative stage. 
Black moderates appear to believe that 
the situation today is ominously bad 
to Nixon — but not irretrievable. 
They think he can still make some 
headway if only he will enlarge and deep­ 
en his contacts withblack Americans and 
their leaders. These are deemed woe­ 
fully insufficient at the moment 
It is recognized that some Nixon men 
made contact before he was elected, and 
that a certain amount of this has con­ 
tinued since. Always the most active, evi­ 
dently, was Leonard Garment, member 
of Nixon’s New York law firm who is 
being stationed here to be available 
to the President. 
Yet, again, the black moderates in­ 
sist that this whole business of build­ 
ing a base with Negro leaders simply 
has not been pursued hard enough. Roy 
Wilkins, 
conservative NAACP leader, 
who recently talked to Nixon at the 
White House, has told friends that up 
until then he had had no contact with 
anyone in the administration. 


The problem has another dimension 
Through the critical weeks of his elec ­ 
tion campaign, the President visited no 
ghetto and made no real overture to the 
millions of troubled black Americans. 
Some 
moderates 
have 
told 
this 
reporter that even if they should some­ 
how be asked to link themselves with 
the Nixon administration, their useful­ 
ness would be severely limited by the 
fact that the President made no strong 
campaign appeals to the black rank and 
file. 


No comfort for them can be found, 
either, in the fact that urban affairs, 
whose deepest problems mainly involve 
the blacks, are basically in the charge 
of Daniel P. Moynihan, a man not in 
high favor with them since his studies 
of Negro family breakdown. 
Even as he chose not to bid for the 
black constituency, Nixon the campaign­ 
e r was always privately confident lie 
could make inroads once he was p resi­ 
dent That conviction was voiced as a hope 
in his second press conference. 
Yet, today the most generous-minded 
moderates, while admiring his candor in 
admitting his present low estate, arc 
looking not for words but action. Thev 
feel they have seen all too little.
